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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 and 2 are presented for examination. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

3. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP §201 .15. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement filed on 12/28/2001 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because no IDS copy in the file. It 
has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of any re- 
submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure statement 
or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes 
of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the 
statement, including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1 .97(e).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shin (USPN 
5,535,957). 

RE claim 1 , Shin discloses a review control method of a video cassette recorder, 
the method comprising: an entire process of controlling forward/reverse rotation of a 
capstan motor and a loading motor, in a range switching between a play mode and a 
review mode, to be positioned in the review mode, wherein the process has a step of 
controlling a supply reel brake to maintain an on state in a certain range and then 
switching into an off state (see column 5 lines 31-65 and column 6 lines 7-31). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 2 is allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 2 is allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art of 
record teaches or fairly suggests the limitations of controlling a tension band brake from 
an on state into an off state, in the switching between the play mode and the review 
mode; controlling a supply reel brake between on and off states in a certain range, in 
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the switching between the play mode and the review mode; and controlling a turning-up 
reel brake from an off state into an on state, in which the turning-up reel brake has the 
off state in a certain range in the environment of claim 2.
